NICHEVO 


Which is just one of the problems of making a documentary in Russia 


Some of my best friends are Rus- 
sians, so I hope they won’t mind my 
saying that the old nichevo spirit is 
still to be found in Moscow, even in 
the 50th-anniversary year of Bolshe- 
vik power. Nichevo, according to my 
Berlitz teacher, means “never mind”; 
a shopping-bag noun that stuffs in 
C’est la vie, manana, and dolce far 
niente, in just three tripping syllables 
—nee-chee-voh, 

I ought to explain that I am an 
ABC News producer-writer and that, 
along with a film unit, I spent two 
months in Russia last summer making 
a one-hour report on the Soviet sol- 
dier’s daily life. It was my third trip 
to Russia, my second documentary. 
What I was doing in the Soviet Union 
is a subject‘not unrelated to this word 
nichevo, and we will come to it 
presently. 


Moscow last summer was full of 
newsmen working on a wondrous as- 
sortment of projects. A West German 
TV crew was filming brain operations 
in Leningrad. Look was making ar- 
rangements to spend a. month in 
Bratsk, Siberia; a Life team was try- 
ing to get to Leningrad to photo- 
graph a line-up of chorus girls; the 
New York Times had dozens of re- 
porters flitting in and out doing an 
encyclopedic survey of just about 
everything. Night after night the 
dollar bar of the Hotel National was 
jammed with TV and magazine people. 
All of us had two things in common— 
a deadline and a contract with Novosti. 

Novosti (which means “news’) is 
the Soviet agency that acts as a kind 
of Travelers Aid for Western news 


organizations who want to work in the 
Soviet Union. The average Moscow 
bureacrat doesn’t know what a dead- 
line is and couldn’t care less about 
the American Broadcasting Company. 
They find American journalists not 
only baffling but faintly idiotic. This 
is where Novosti moves in. The 
agency—a Khrushchev-era innovation 
—has proved as adept as a rabbit in 
finding a way through the maze-like 
structure of Kremlin bureaucracy. 

Mind you, there’s still too much sour 
cream in this otherwise beautiful 
bowl of borsch. The Russians have 
a great fondness for American visitors 
—ask any returning tourist—but don’t 
feel quite the same way about what 
the Pravda crowd calls “America’s 
ruling circles.” In fact, one Russian 
reporter feistily told me that as a 
newsman employed by capitalists I 
was an indirect mouthpiece for U.S. 
“ruling circles.’ When I grinned, he 
shrugged his shoulders. “You cannot 
make an objective documentary about 
my country,” he said. “You know very 
well, Mr. Smith, that you are com- 
pelled to make propaganda out of any 
defects you can discover in the Soviet 
system.” The Cold War may be thaw- 
ing, but there is still plenty of frost 
around. 

Soviet officials are as cautious as 
Swiss bankers when it comes to 
making decisions. “Time is money” 
is a sentiment with little meaning 
in a country that somehow seems to 
struggle along without Snooz-alarm 
clock radios, Instant Breakfasts, and 
No-Lik business envelopes. The 
American mania for punctuality is 
not comprehended at all in Russia.

You can walk a mile in any direction 
from the Red Square and not count 
more than a dozen clocks. In dealing 
with a Soviet executive, it is well to 
remember that the expression “im- 


, mediately” is “Chass” in Russian, and 
—» “Chass” doesn’t mean “at once” but, 


literally, “within the hour.” 

All of which leads me in round- 
about fashion to our negotiations with 
Novosti. The day after I arrived from 
Copenhagen, I went with George Wat- 
son, who is the ABC News Bureau 
chief in Moscow, for what was to be 
the first of a score of meetings. We 
had an ABC news crew en route from 
Los Angeles; it had been our under- 
standing that work was to begin 
immediately. But as you will have ob- 
served, a Russian places a different 
construction on that word. 

The Novosti office is in Pushkin 
Square, a short walk from Gorki 
Prospekt, Moscow’s main thorough- 
fare. Just past the new Russia pano- 
ramic cinema (playing “War and 
Peace’) is the Novosti symbol, a 
rocket ship circling the globe, above 
two plate-glass doors. Foreign jour- 
nalists stand around in a waiting room 
lined with racks of pamphlets with 
such juicy titles as “Lenin,” “An In- 
fantile Disorder” and “A Peaceful 
Future for All Peoples.” The old 
gentleman in alpaca coat and peaked 
cap standing by the cloakroom turns 
out to be a guard, posted throughout 
working hours to intercept appoint- 
mentless callers. 

“There go Ken Bernstein and. 
George Vicas of NBC,” said Watson 
with a nod. The two NBC executives 
were leaving as we entered. They =| 
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continued 


looked gloomily over in our direction. 
Vicas had been in Moscow several 
weeks, awaiting permission to proceed 
with a 50th Anniversary special. The 
scuttle was that, with a 10-men crew 
in tow, the delay had already run up 
a $25,000 tab for NBC News. It was 
not especially cheering news. 

Watson, who is 30 years old, has 
been in Russia two years. Harvard 
educated, he is studious but not 
timid. Stopped by the doorkeeper, who 
demanded to know our _ business, 
Watson flashed his blue Korrespond- 
ent pass and headed for the stairs. 
We went up several flights of re- 
sounding marble steps to Room 317. 
At one end of the narrow, high- 
ceilinged room, behind a desk swept 
bare of everything save for a calendar, 
sat Georgi Bolshakov. As head of 
Novosti’s television department, Bol- 
shakov says Da or Nyet to dozens of 
TV proposals that cross his unclut- 
tered desk every year. 


Bolshakov, in his early 50’s, is one 
of those boundlessly energetic men 
who pace up and down all the time. 
He has wavy silver hair, two small 
chins, and twinkling, very blue eyes; 
his manner is ruminative and cautious. 
He speaks excellent English, and as 
he talks, he walks about the room. 
A conversation with Bolshakov is a 
little like watching a tennis match 
at Forest Hills. 

“Nice to see you again,” Bolshakov 
said, bounding out of his chair, “I have 
good news for you. The show is going 
to be done!” 

Fine, I thought; but what now? 

“It will take a little more time to 
work out the details.” 

“Why?” asked Watson. 

“Some of the people involved are in 
Odessa attending a military film 
festival. There are necessary orders 
to be given, necessary documents to 
prepare. Be patient.” 

I told him we had a camera crew 
on its way to Moscow, that every day 
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wasted was costing ABC News hun- 
dreds of dollars. What Army units 
would we be with? Where would we 
be traveling? And when? I must 
have been rather trying. 

“Gentlemen!” He held up _ both 
palms. “Please try to understand!” 
Bolshakov then gave us a short, but, 
as I subsequently learned, very real- 
istic description of how one went 
about getting permission for an 
American TV company to film the 
Soviet Army. 

“So now, Mr. Smith, you see why 
I ask you to be patient for a few 
more days.”

Going down the stairs we met one 
of Bolshakov’s assistants. “Nichevo! 
Go. out and enjoy yourselves,” he 
said. “Moscow is lovely in the sum- 
mertime.” 

During our first four weeks in 
Moscow it was impossible to tell if 
we would be producing a documen- 
tary or not. We began to think of 
Gorki Prospekt as Moscow’s hardened 
artery. But no Russian is pessimistic. 
Time and again our friends at Novosti 
went out of their way to say, “Be 
patient, we are dealing with the 
Soviet Army, not the Kiev Ballet 
Company.” Yet in the television news 
business “being patient” is not so 
easy as it seems. The costs are formi- 
dable. How long would we have to 
wait—another week, another month? 
No one in Moscow seemed to know. 
From the ABC News bureau in 
Kutuzovsky Prospekt, Watson and I 
cabled New York for advice. It wasn’t 
long in coming. 

‘NO ACTION BY WEEKEND 
COME HOME.” That’s when the Rus- 
sian show looked as though it had 
been blown out of the tub. We had 
only five grace days left. 

However, Bolshakov was as good as 
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his word. Not more than two days or 
three days later he called us over to 
Novosti to say we had the go-ahead. 
On the fourth floor of the Hotel Na- 
tional, lockers filled with camera 
equipment began to appear in the hall- 
way. It was like a motion picture that 
had stopped and suddenly come to 
movement again. By the next morning 
nearly a ton and a half of film gear 
had been shifted downstairs. The 
hotel staff was in an uproar. When 
Stepan, Ivan and Nicolai, the front 
lobby men at the National, complained, 
Pat Cook, the assistant director, said, 
“Nichevo, tovarisch!” To everyone’s 
surprise, the three men _ laughed. 
Every Russian understands nichevo, 
yes, but what pleases them most is 
when the Amerikanskis get the point. 


In the Illyushin jet flying down to 
Rostov-on-Don, Watson and I went 
over our original script outline. Of 
the 40 or so sequences we had 
proposed, Novosti had persuaded the 
Red Army to approve all but five 
items. The generals had disallowed 
scenes inside the command room of a 
_Moscow “Pentagon,” a visit to a para- 
troop school, an interview with De- 
fense Minister Grechko, interiors of 
the Kremlin barracks, and a visit to a 
front-line unit on the Soviet-Chinese 
border. But everything that related 
to our main story line—the call-up of 
a young recruit in Volgograd; his in- 
duction into a motorized rifle regiment 
(they substituted Rostov for the more 
sensitive Chinese border); summer 
maneuvers; political training, etc., 
had been okayed. 

A total of nine weeks’ shooting had 
to be telescoped into five weeks, and 
the planned six-day work week was 
shifted to a seven-day schedule. 
Nichevo, said the Russians. Nobody 
complained. 

They had to shift everyone off a 
collective farm for two days to stage 
a helicopter-supported assault in the 
neighborhood. Two army searchlights 


had to be found so we could film the 
Volgograd Railway Station at night. 
The Levchenko platoon had to re- 
peat a marching scene nine times 
before the cameraman was satisfied 
with the shot. Pajalsta! Please! From 
Rostov we shifted to the Cossack city 
of Novocherkassk, back to Rostov, 
then Volgograd, Rostov again and, 
finally, Moscow. 

In all we unspooled some 30,000 feet 
of color film. Every single foot left 
Russia unprocessed. There was no 
attempt at censorship. 


Two months after we arrived in 
Moscow, we were going home. The yel- 
low autumn sunshine lay a gloss like 
varnish across the road to Shereme- 
tovo airport. In the birch woods that 
surround the city, we could see people 
walking about with baskets on their 
arms, heads to the ground. The mush- 
rooming season had arrived. At 
Sheremetovo, immigration and cus- 
toms was a swift formality—no ques- 
tions asked, no bags opened. Upstairs 
in the waiting hall, Watson. ordered 
a large bottle of Soviet champanski. 
It was good-by time. 

Aboard the Aeroflot jet I picked up 
“Soviet Man and His World,” by Klaus 
Mehnert. I had meant to read it in 
Russia but somehow had never found 
the time. On page 32 my eyes came 
to a full stop on the following sentence: 
“The Communists have .come closer 
to their goal of making the Russians 
time-conscious than to any other. By 
various means they have conditioned 
the people to methodical uninter- 
rupted work. The word nichevo is 
rarely heard now.” 

I fell asleep laughing. Mehnert, we 
must have been visiting different 
Russias; the old nichevo spirit still 
survives in the Russia I visited—at 
least until someone up there says Da. 
Anyone who is planning to produce 
a documentary in Russia will pull 
through all right if he remembers 
that.

With Her Husband’s People 


Tina Cole discusses 
some problems on ‘My Three Sons’ 


Tina Cole really should have been a 
cheerleader. The third one from the 
left in your high school annual. The 
kind of girl who sells Girl Scout 
cookies door-to-door. 

She is a blonde. Her soul is blonde. 
If it weren’t for her honest and in- 
exhaustable blondeness, in fact, and 
the way it comes through on film, 
she probably would be teaching school. 

She is 24, a member of the perform- 
ing King Family, lead singer of the 
King Cousins, daughter of Yvonne 
King and the late Buddy Cole, a 
practicing Mormon, formerly an edu- 
cation major at Brigham Young Uni- 
versity. Right now she is doing a 
job that may well call on all these 
reserves and then some. She plays the 
young wife of Robbie Douglas in the 
formerly all-masculine cast of My 
Three Sons. As if that were not bad 
enough, she and her young screen 
husband, played by Don Grady, have 
actually moved into the Douglas 
household! It is as if Twiggy were 
suddenly to take over the Ponderosa. 

‘Tm the first girl in the Douglas 
family—that’s a pretty big change, 
I’ve got to admit,” says Tina. “It was 
difficult for the others to realize that 
a woman takes much longer to get 
ready. Your hair, your lipstick’s not 
quite right. Now they’re used to me, 
but I’m still the biggest calamity on 
the show.” 

Don Fedderson, the producer who 
is also growing rich off Family Affair, 
another highly domestic, dominantly 
masculine comedy, sincerely hopes 
Miss Cole will not be a calamity. He 
can’t afford it. My Three Sons has been 
going now for eight seasons and has 
accounted for untold millions, flowing 
largely into the pockets of himself 
and his star, the onetime saxo- 
phonist Fred MacMurray. Normally, 


when a formula proves that success- 


ful, the rule is never to tamper with 
it. Why, then, did he decide on this 
change? 

“It was really more a feeling than 
anything else,” recalls Fedderson. “We 
felt that, after seven years, bringing 
in a girl would give the show a new 
look. It would upset the all-male 
household and create more problems 
of heart and comedy. Robbie, the 
oldest son, would get married. Then 
if the show continued another year, 
they probably would have a baby, and 
that would create more situations.” 

The girl had to be, according to 
Fedderson, one who takes this sort of 
thing very seriously, “typically Ameri- 
can enough so the family could relate 
to her, the daughter they would like 
to have; and a good actress.” 

Fedderson found this a large order. 

“We spent thousands on tests,” he 
said. “Then one day we were sitting 
around—Fred and June [Mrs. Mac- 
Murray] were there—and someone 
asked, ‘Who was that girl who dated 
Robbie on that show last year?’ So 
we ran the show and afterwards I 
said, ‘She’s it.’ And Fred said, ‘She’s 
it.” And June said, ‘She’s it!’” 

It was no trick to write her into 
the script. In a week of Saturday 
nights, Katie and Robbie courted, 
married and moved into the Douglas 
house itself. No son was lost; Mac- 
Murray, the father, was still boss; and 
old Uncle Charley (William Demar- 
est), much to his apprehension, had 
in effect gained a niece. Or so Fed- 
derson hoped. 

“We had to think: ‘Would she fit 
in with the rest of the cast?’” said 
Fedderson. “Got to when you’re deal- 
ing with pros like MacMurray. Well, 
Tina’s fit into our so-called company 
—like a ...a warm bath. She’s —+>

magic. Another Margaret Sullavan.” 

Warm bath, huh? Naturally I went 
over to have a talk with her. I found 
her in a vacant executive suite at 
CBS Studio Center: 

She explained that this wasn’t the 
first time the press had interviewed 
her. The week before, said Tina, a 
beauty columnist had dropped in. 


“I shouldn’t complain, but none of 
what she wrote was true! She said to 
me, ‘But my dear, you must use 
something for your hair, don’t you?’ 
No, I just brush it. ‘But what about 
your complexion? How do you pre- 
pare your skin?’ I wash it with soap 
and water. Then she said, ‘You’re a 
blonde, aren’t you? Parsley baths, 
that’s what you take.’ I don’t, but she 
wrote down parsley baths, anyway.

Their baby is 
Volney Howard IV. 

Tina and Volney live in an apart- 
ment near the studio. She drives a 
new Cadillac but still sings with the 
family on their traditional holiday TV 
specials. She wants someday to star 
in a musical comedy. 

“The acting hasn’t changed me 
really. I don’t think I’ve changed 
since I was born. I’m an optimist; 
I’ve loved every age. I’m an old soul.” 

What was that? “I’m an old soul?” 
That phrase, wow, what a flack’s 
dream; a merry old soul, that young 
King, Cole; have to fool around with 
that. But the point is, she was serious. 
She started to fidget. 

“You'll think it’s corny, but I think 
—well, some people understand other 
people. There’s empathy. It’s like they 
have lived before; they’re wise about 
many things. Some people live to be 
80, but they’re still young. 

“I just love those old souls. There’s 
a chemistry about them. I guess I 
really am one myself.” END|

TV’s Share of Airways Periled 


Enjoy that old free, plug-ridden TV 
while you can—there is a possibility 
it will not last! Communications ex- 
perts seem increasingly agreed that 
closed-circuit TV will gradually re- 
place the over-the-air kind, because 
the latter is imperfect, if economical, 
as a means of transmission and is 
squeezed into a limited frequency 
spectrum. The groundwork for such a 
transition already is being laid by 
community antenna (CATV) systems 
mushrooming through cities where 
reception is ghost-plagued and into 
remote localities where signals are 
weak. Now, in addition, pressures are 
building to reallocate some of the 
broadcast band to meet growing de- 
mands by police, fire and other muni- 
cipal services, as well as private 
interests, for more frequencies. In 
Washington, a House small-business 
subcommittee has scheduled a Feb. 20 
panel to ponder whether the airwaves 
could be used more efficiently. Broad- 
casters are understandably alarmed 
and are mobilizing opposition. View- 
ers, of course, won’t see their favorite 
programs fade from sight for a long 
time, but a prominent TV set maker, 
Motorola chairman Robert W. Galvin, 
who also is president of the Electronic 
Industries Association, said in an 
interview last week he believed it is 
“inevitable that the TV services . 

will in the course of time all convert 
to cable.” And a National Association 
of Educational Broadcasters official, 


Chalmers H. Marquis, said in a Boston . 


speech the other day that “preliminary 
reports” indicate that a White House 


telecommunications task force, which 
will report to President Johnson next 
August, “may well end up favoring a 
totally wired system of program dis- 
tribution throughout the United 
States.” It would mean the viewer 
would pay for his piped-in TV, much 
as he now pays for lights and phone 
service. 


The ratings race is generally con- 
sidered over by this late date in the 
season, but anyone who took a belated 
look at the Nielsens for January found 
an eye-opener or two: Gunsmoke, al- 
most canceled last year, was second 
only to Lucy in popularity. An old 
favorite, Bonanza, was far down in 
24th place, behind another NBC oater, 
The Virginian, although still ahead of 
the Smothers Brothers, 33rd in rank. 
Walter Cronkite’s CBS news had more 
viewers than 41 of the weekly prime- 
time entertainments; Huntley-Brink- 
ley beat quite a few, too, while even 
Roger Mudd’s Saturday News on CBS 
topped Maya and Flipper—evidence, 
no doubt, of public concern over the 
Vietnam war. On the entertainment 
side, Robert Wagner’s new spy drama, 
It Takes a Thief, made the top 30, 
delighting ABC brass. They can use 
a few winners right now. 


Briefly: CBS has changed its mind 
about reducing Lamp unto My Feet 
and Look Up and Live to alternate 
Sunday half-hours. To save money, 
however, some past programs of both 
series will be rerun occasionally.

A we were saying last week, even 
very good movies do come to tele- 
vision—and when a classic comes along 
on a network it is indeed time for 
rejoicing. 


With “Shane,” particularly if you 
haven’t seen this great George Stevens 
Western since its 1953 release, you 
may well feel like a lady who found 
“Hamlet” full of quotations. Much like 
“Stagecoach,” this film is the original 
source for many of the clichés of 
subsequent Westerns—clichés that in 
the original are matters of inspiration, 
of genius and of art. 

The theme is the classic one of 
homesteaders beset by cattlemen and 
saved by a mysterious stranger who 
does his deed and rides away. Cer- 
tainly Jean Arthur and Van Heflin 
set the classic mold for frontier par- 
ents—humble, hard-working, sweat- 
stained and handsome. No frontier 
lad since has surpassed Brandon de 
Wilde in his curiosity, his open- 
hearted hero worship, his vulnerabil- 
ity—no mystery man exceeded Alan 
Ladd’s close-lipped courage in the 
face of an innocent boy or a ready- 
to-blaze six-shooter. And no gunman 
has ever slipped on his shootin’ glove 


with the cruel calm Jack Palance dis- — 


plays in his original gesture. 

When “Shane” came out, a colleague 
gave it a place in movie history “if 
only because it has ripped the six- 
shooter off the cowboy suit and re- 
stored it to the more respectable but 
less noble position of a deadly weap- 


on.” Fifteen years later, having seen 
and reseen the film a number of 
times, we can credit “Shane” with 
holding that place on sheer quality. 

Meanwhile, on a nonclassic level, 
we can pleasure ourselves with the 
rerun of “The Great Escape,” offered 
again uncut in two installments, each 
supplemented by equally pleasing 
short subjects. The emphasis in this 
true-life beautifully made adventure 
film is on action rather than character 
but it is an inspiring as well as ab- 
sorbing story of very human heroes. 

How human Method-minded actor 
Michael Parks or well-endowed non- 
actress Ann-Margret are is hardly 
to the point in “Bus Riley’s Back 
in Town,” an ultra-mellow drama 
about life in the Midwest. It was 
supposed to be William Inge’s Mid- 
west but the playwright had his name 
taken off the credits as original 
screenplay writer when he saw what 
emerged on screen—in his wisdom as 
well as pride. 

Two tailored-for-television movies 
are also on hand but since neither 
network is granting reviewer pre- 
views (lest qualifying word of the 
wonders you may or may not behold 
leak. out in advance) we can offer 
only the facts. One, “Prescription: 
Murder,” stars Gene Barry as a doc- 
tor who murders his wife. The other, 
“Hot Rods to Hell,” also titled “52 
Miles to Terror,” has Dana Andrews 
and Jeanne Crain as a couple har- 
rassed by hot rodders. The option 
and the critique are yours.

Bill Reynolds, 

who has been making 

a comfortable living as 
an actor, has not 

quite resigned himself to 
his comfortable rut

At the Warner Bros. Studio in Bur- 
bank, Cal., where The FBI is shot (but 
seldom hurt), actor William Reynolds 
plays an FBI agent, an un-Gabby 
Hayes to his FBI Inspector-boss Efrem 
Zimbalist Jr., except, like all FBI 
agents, Bill Reynolds is clean-shaven. 

He is clean-cut as well; handsome, 
unwrinkled, unscarred and unnoticed. 
He is a regular on the show, the guy 
who runs down to the ballistics lab 
when Zimbalist tells him to. The day 
I visited Reynolds on The FBI set, 
he’d finished his morning’s work. Two 
hours earlier he’d reported to his boss: 
“Durant’s surveillance followed four 
nearly new cars that left the C-1 
Garage. They were delivered to a 
firm called Amalgamated Auto Rents. 
Twenty minutes later, they were on 
their way from Amalgamated to a 
used-car lot.” 

That was 8:30 A.M. Now it was 
10:30. A studio flunky told him he 
wouldn’t be needed until 2 P.M. 
“Fine,” Reynolds said. “Do I have to 
be sober?” 

You don’t have to be sober to recite 
lines like the above. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics wwites hotter copy. 
Reynolds knows it. “Brilliant exposi- 
tion,” he said. “Fraught.” 

He didn’t have to be sober, but he 
was, although he gave it a fight. He 
drank three Scotches, chased them 
with a sandwich and drove back to 
the set, where he later informed 
Zimbalist: “The man with him is 
Clanton. The girl’s name is Kim Irwin. 
She and Deane are engaged.” 

Bill Reynolds is a second banana. 
The FBI is the fourth television series 
he has worked on as a regular over 


.the past eight years. He has never 


spent more than one season on any 
show. 

Not that Bill Reynolds complains. 
Much. “I enjoy working every week,” 
he says. “To paraphrase Marshall Mc- 
Luhan, ‘The people who survive are 
the cool ones.’ ’'m cool. Sure I dream 
of big stardom. But there’s no market 
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for my type, other than as a con- 
tinuing character in a TV series.” 

Reynolds’ “type” is that of the nice 
guy. He looks like the boy next door, 
slightly grown. “I could still play 
juveniles,” Reynolds says. He’s 36 
years old. 

“Bill’s nice-looking,” Efrem Zim- 
balist says. “It’s a disadvantage. This 
is the era of the anti-hero—weak guys 
with narrow shoulders.” 

But the problem is not wholly his 
looks. Bill Reynolds has an indecisive- 
ness that permits him to camouflage 
himself in his roles. “Obviously,” he 
says, “I have a goal more demanding 
than the roles I play. I'd like to play 
a ‘heavy.’ I could be a formidable 
heavy, I think. I imagine I’d surprise 
a lot of people.” He shakes his head. 
“I don’t scare anybody. I have no 
image.” He brightens. “Bogart had no 
image, until people gave him one.” 
He darkens. “Nobody’s given me one. 
I drink with Lee Marvin. But every- 
body talks about Lee Marvin.” 


All his life, people have talked about 
the people around Bill Reynolds. His 
father, Karl Regnolds, was a pro- 
fessor of economics until his death in 
1948, but that was just to win the 
bread. He also played drums in a 
band led by John Philip Sousa, was a 
track star at high school, acted in 
movies back in 1910 and served as a 
Naval officer in World War I. “I have 
his sword,” Bill Reynolds says. 

His mother had even more flair. 
Gladys Regnolds was an_aviatrix. 
“When Bill was 4, his mother was 
killed in the crash of a plane she 
was piloting. 

The boy lived with an aunt and 
uncle in Redwood City, Cal., but the 
aunt and uncle were divorced when 
he was 11, so he lived with the aunt 
until he was 16 and then joined his 
brother Bob in Los Angeles. 

“He was a marvelous man,” Bill 
Reynolds says today of his brother, 
who was 12 years older. “He had too 


much talent.” Bob Regnolds had been 
a paratroop captain in World War II. 
When Bill moved in in 1947, Bob was 
studying for his Master’s in educa- 
tion. “He got a job at Pasadena 
City College which I attended,” Bill 
recalls. “One day a student said, ‘Hey, 
you see that nut who’s teaching jour- 
nalism?’ It was Bob. He was showing 
the kids how to paste up a newspaper 
layout. The clippings stuck to his 
clothes and he walked around that 
way. It didn’t faze him the slightest.” 

Bob Regnolds was called back into 
service, went to Korea and was killed 
in action. 

These were the people Bill Reynolds 
was thrown up against. 


He retreated. “From the time I can 
remember, I listened to Jack Arm- 
strong, the All-American Boy’ on 
radio. He was my hero. He could do 
everything. That was when I decided 
to be an actor. As an actor, I could 
do everything.” Without getting in- 
volved. 

Bill acted in high school, and once 
he lost his cool. “I'd seen Tyrone 
Power play the geek in ‘Nightmare 
Alley,’ and it stuck. We were doing 
a potboiler, about a man in prison— 
me—headed for the gas chamber. My 
girl friend was the leading lady. One 
rehearsal I went into the geek act— 
jerking my head, acting crazy.’ He 
chased the director off the stage and 
backed his girl against a table. Along 
the line he’d stopped role-playing. 
The terrified girl reached for a bottle 
and smashed it against his mouth. 
“Here,” Bill Reynolds panted. He 
handed the girl the jagged shard of a 
bloody tooth. 

Reynolds joined the Century Theatre 
Group in Hollywood, where he 
studied The Method. “If you played 
a murderer, you had to learn how a 
murderer felt. So you’d walk down 
the street stamping out ants. When 
you played the murderer, you thought 
of smashing those ants.” =>

When he was 18, Paramount signed 
him for its school of young actors. 
He met a model who came over to 
Paramount one day to pose, in her 
role as Miss Irish Linen. The girl was 
Molly Sinclair, and two weeks later 
she became Mrs. William Reynolds. 
Today they have two children, Carrie, 
9, and Eric, 8. 

Reynolds was fired by Paramount 
after six months (“I was undisci- 
plined”), but William Wyler liked 


him and hired him as_ Laurence: 


Olivier’s son in “Carrie.” A second 


case of losing his cool almost cost 
him his next film job. “I got into 
an argument with a producer at a 
party. Molly kicked me, under the 
table, to shut me up. But I wouldn’t. 
We were arguing about horticulture!” 
A few days later Reynolds’ agent, 
Meyer Mishkin, called. “Smart mouth,” 
Mishkin said, “you got a job in ‘Dear 
Brat,’ at $1000 a week. Can you handle 
yourself?” The producer was the guy 
Bill had argued with. Bill handled 
himself. 

In 1951 he drifted to Universal, where 
he made a batch of mediocre movies, 
including “Son of Ali Baba,” in which 
a young man declaimed feverishly, “I 
am long-ging to return to de land of 
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my fah-ders.” Tony Curtis suddenly 
had an image. 

But Bill Reynolds had none, though 
he did have his new name. The studio 
changed Regnolds to Reynolds, be- 
cause, everyone said, stars don’t have 
names like Regnolds. “That was be- 
fore Efrem Zimbalist Jr.,” Bill Reyn- 
olds says today. 

Bill was drafted into the Korean 
War, but the closest he came to action 
was a radio station in Tokyo, where 
he monitored the truce talks at Pan- 
munjom. Even this was too close. He 
came home frightened, and built a 
bomb shelter. “Friends labeled it 
‘Reynolds’ Folly.’ At the first rain, it 
filled with three feet of water.” 


He returned to Universal, where 
he played juveniles and made no big 
stir. Then Jack Webb tapped him 
for a TV series, Pete Kelly’s Blues. 
The show opened in April of 1959, 
was panned by the critics and folded 
after 13 weeks, 

Almost immediately Bill was hired 
to play in an MGM series, The Is- 
landers. This one almost killed him. 
During location filming in the Car- 
ibbean in February of 1960, a plane 
on which he was a passenger crashed 
into the ocean three miles from 
Jamaica. Reynolds broke an ankle and 
three ribs. It might have been worse. 
He wired his wife: “God was smiling 
on me today.” 

But not on The Islanders. It lasted 
one season. Then Warners signed him 
for another series, The Gallant Men, 
as an Army captain. One season later 
Reynolds was out of work. 

This was the worst. He made oc- 
casional guest appearances on TV 
dramas and a couple of movies, but 
the money was neither regular nor 
overwhelming. In the past, Molly 
Reynolds had helped out, modeling 
(at $30 an hour) and appearing in TV 
commercials. Now, with two children, 
she no longer worked. Reynolds took 
a job as a real-estate salesman. 
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“It was awful,’ Molly remembers. 
“Each week we thought Bill would get 
a call for a big role.” 

The weeks stretched to three years. 
Early in 1967 faithful Meyer Mishkin 
called the Reynolds house, in the San 
Fernando Valley, and told Molly 
Reynolds that Bill had been picked 
for a regular role on The FBI. “I was 
beside myself with joy,” Molly says. 
‘I tried to call Bill, but I couldn’t 
reach him.” 

“TI was out playing golf,” Bill Reyn- 
olds explains. 

“He was out trying to sell real 
estate,” Molly Reynolds corrects. 

They finally made contact, and Reyn- 
olds bought a bottle of champagne 
and they celebrated. He’s been work- 
ing regularly ever since, earning “in 
the neighborhood” of $1000 a week, on 
a two-year contract.. “After two 
years,” Reynolds pledges, “I’ll make 
them really pay. Meanwhile, I can 
hide here.” 

Such is the life of a second banana. 
He has no image. Some years ago he 
was a hot rodder, once pushing a 
Jaguar 90 miles, from Bakersfield to 
Fresno in 47 minutes, averaging 115 
miles per hour. Now he tenderly 
nurses an aging Cadillac, which he 
bought used and which has clocked 
over 50,000 miles. “You’ve got to stay 
cool,” Bill Reynolds says. “Otherwise 
you get eaten alive.” 


But inside, he still gets nibbled. “I 
want to be a movie star,” he says. “I'd 
hate to be a second banana 10 years 
from now, a 46-year-old who never 
made it. They’d have driven me out 
by then. And I hang in pretty tough.” 

So it is not easy, even at $1000 a 
week, It is not the life of Jack Arm- 
strong, the All-American Boy. 

“TJ have a gripe,” Bill Reynolds says 
earnestly. “They treat me like a mid- 
dleweight.” 

How does he want to be treated? 

“Like a light heavyweight.” 

But not a heavyweight. 
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Television’s Dr. Dolittle 
returns to the air 


Marlin Perkins, who has been talking to animals on TV 
since 1945, carries on the dialog

fn one incarnation or another a show 
featuring Marlin Perkins and animals 
has been on television for a very long 
time. The whole thing began with a 
mostly one-dimensional little thing in 
Chicago called Zoo Parade. It seems 
that the good Mr. Perkins—then cura- 
tor of Chicago’s Lincoln Park Zoo— 
sort of just wandered into WNBQ with 
a few beasties and kicked it all off in 
1949 (he had infrequently been seen 
on the air in Chicago since 1945, when 
there were only about 300 sets in the 
whole area). The program went net- 
work early in 1950. 

Zoo Parade, to be quite frank, wasn’t 
very much. It was pretty much a 
studio job, with Perkins and some 
creatures sitting around and looking 
at each other while Perkins ex- 
plained the fortunes of being a rac- 
coon or a rattler or a marmoset. 

Zoo Parade lasted a pretty long time 
as such shows go, but when it went 
off in 1957 it is doubtful that anyone 
actually expected it to return, al- 
though it had taught a whole gener- 
ation of American children a con- 
siderable amount about various exotic 
fauna. 

Some years went by and Marlin 
Perkins moved from being curator of 
Chicago’s Lincoln Park Zoo to an 
equal position at the St. Louis Zoo. 
Then, in 1962, Mr. Perkins attended a 
conference in Omaha and, while 
there, spoke to some representatives 
of the Mutual of Omaha Insurance 
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Company (which had sponsored Zoo 
Parade). From this conversation came 
the idea of Wild Kingdom. W. K. went 
on the air in January of 1963. 

The idea inherent in W. K. was to 
get out into nature—sort of a limited 
(in terms of budgeting and time) 
Disney concept. The crew—varying in 
size, but always small—would travel 
to out-of-the-way places in search 
of unusual animals and adventures. 
This crew, in the beginning, con- 
sisted of Mr. Perkins, Don Meier (the 
producer-director of the series—and 
of Zoo Parade before it) and a 
cameraman. Mrs. Meier was also 
sometimes in attendance. Local —

help was often solicited or pressed in- 
to service. Later, Jim Fowler, the cur- 
rent show’s other regular, joined the 
entourage. 

The program centers around Perkins 
and the beasts he knows so well. He 
himself is a fascinating man. He 
knows, to put it simply, a lot of things 
that other people don’t know, and has 
been to places other people haven't. 
He’s the other Walter Mitty. He’s not 
a large man, is vaguely humorless 
(but very aware) and has done about 
as much-as-a person can do where 
animals are concerned. 

Probably the spookiest thing Mr. 
Perkins has done was to take a trip 
with Sir Edmund Hillary up into the 
Himalayas in search of the yeti—the 
abominable snowman. Mr. Perkins dis- 
patched the snowman with éclat when 
he showed the “footprints” to be 
ablated (ie., eroded) snowprints of 
small mountain animals such as a 
snow fox. The “snowman” seen by the 
natives was and is a rare snow bear. 


Perkins’ real love, however, is 
snakes. He’s a herpetologist. He’s been 
bitten by more snakes than most 
people have seen. He was once bitten 
by a Gaboon viper, which usually does 
the bitee in within a few minutes. “I 
was young,” says Perkins, “and serum 
was available. I really shouldn't 
have lived.” The incident left part of 
his left hand rather badly scarred. 
Perkins’ knowledge of animals is 
utterly remarkable, and dinner and a 
few drinks with him can be a most 
unusual experience as he recounts 
some exploit in a place to which you 
had previously thought no sane man 
would go. A good example is the trip 
the group made to Raza Island in 
the Gulf of California, off the coast 
of Baja California—a Mexican sea- 
bird preserve. This island, waterless, 
shadeless and absolutely bereft of any- 
thing resembling comfort, is the 
breeding ground for hundreds of thou- 
sands of sea gulls and terns. The place 
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is frankly awful unless you happen 
to be a sea gull or a tern waiting to 
be born. But Perkins wanted to cover 
it, and cover it well—right down to 
the hatching of that waiting little 
bird. So he just set up a tent, got in 
it with a camera and sat down in 
anticipation of the blessed event. The 
temperature was ghastly, the tent 
stuffy and the smell nothing less than 
foul. But he got the pictures. 

This sort of travail is pretty much 
SOP when W. K. gets out into the 
field. Perkins has slogged around in 
the swamps and fens of northern 
Montana, and been pulled into the 
goo by a small moose. He has risked 
his life in jungles, frozen at both 
poles, and been baked on deserts. 

Jim Fowler (a remarkably apt name 
for an ornithologist) is second ba- 
nana on Wild Kingdom. He is a very 
big (6-foot-6) fellow who was on his 
way to becoming a pro baseball player 
(with the Phillies) before taking up 
with birds. He’s from down in Georgia 
(he still owns a plantation there), 
where he became interested in birds 
of prey at about age 15. He finally 
made his mark on the world by being 
the first man to catch an extremely 
rare South American harpy eagle, 
but one of his wilder experiences was 
catching an American eagle Indian- 
style. To do this one must bury one- 
self in the ground, allowing only the 
arms and head to protrude. Then, 
holding bait in the hands, one waits 
for the eagle to swoop down. When he 
does, one grabs him by the leg. 
Considering the fact that eagles are 
fairly big, very fierce, and tend to be 
traveling at some 100 miles per hour 
as they hit the bait, the catcher must 
be strong and possess very fast re- 
flexes. Also, the catchee might mistake 
the catcher’s head for a tasty morsel. 

Fowler doesn’t limit himself to 
birds, however. He has wrestled alli- 
gators, jumped on moose from flying 
helicopters and skittered after moun- 
tain goats in Canada. (He also cap- 
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tured several adult lions while seeking 
12 species of eagles in Africa—sort of 
an extra measure in the bag.) 

One of the more unusual of Fowl- 
er’s exploits was to literally “live” 
with a herd of elephants in order to 
gain their confidence. He managed to 
get a rare picture of a sleeping ele- 
phant, and he occasionally had to bluff 
a beast down by making a frontal 
attack of his own! The pachyderm 
would invariably back down. 

Both Fowler and Perkins are dedi- 
cated in their work but seem to have 
slightly contradictory attitudes to- 
ward the show itself. Fowler con- 
siders the show as much entertain- 
ment as enlightenment; Perkins leans 
more toward an educational point of 
view. Producer Meier leans toward an 
entertainment attitude. 

In all it’s a pretty homey group, 
small and tightly knit, and immensely 
dedicated to wildlife and the conserva- 
tion thereof. Though not precisely

opposed to hunting (but most certainly 
opposed to uninhibited slaughter), 
both Perkins and Fowler counsel the 
average person to do his hunting with 
a camera instead of a gun. 

Somehow it all works—possibly be- 
cause people really are interested in 
wildlife; possibly because of a Mitty- 
like instinct in so many of us to 
vicariously live out these wild ex- 
ploits; possibly because, unlike so 
much of television, this is real. In any 
case the show stays on, shoved around 
Sunday afternoons, pre-empted by 
golf and/or football, never with a great 
audience, but always a steady one. 

Whether you happen to think the 
show is predominantly educational or 
predominantly adventure depends en- 
tirely on your point of view. It doesn’t 
matter. In this our day of plastic flow- 
ers, macadamized landscapes and neon 
forests, any view of nature’s reali- 
ties (and terrors) is both educational 
and entertaining.

Actors 
are where you 


find them 


And that could be practically anywhere, from a prescription 
counter to a parking lot

The butcher, the baker, the candle- 
stick maker,” they’re all in Hollywood. 
But instead of grinding hamburger, 
baking bread or making candlesticks, 
they’re playing cowboys and Indians, 
cops and robbers, There was a time, 
though, when all those stars—the 
David Janssens, Peter Graves, Jim 
Nabors and Carol Burnetts—were 
touring “the odd-job circuit,” keeping 
engagements that: kept them in food 
and clothing. Overnight success is a 
rarity. in Hollywood. Chances are 
your favorite TV personality held 
down a variety of jobs during his 
early Hollywood days—either that 
or he went hungry because there are 
not enough jobs in the acting busi- 
ness for the veterans, let alone 
the beginners. 

A list of actors and the jobs they’ve 
held would read like a “Who’s Who” 
of the American labor force. Buddy 
Ebsen was a soda jerk in New York’s 
Pennsylvania station; Efrem Zimbal- 
ist was an NBC pageboy; Jim Nabors 
stacked film; Howard Duff helped 
decorate department-store windows; 
Peter Graves drove a taxicab; Carol 
Burnett was an usherette; Fess Parker 
a janitor; Jonathan Harris filled pre- 
scriptions; and Bob Conrad delivered 
milk, when he wasn’t working on 
Chicago’s docks. “They called me ‘Kid 
Hollywood’ on the docks because I 
was always reading the fan maga- 
zines,” Conrad recalls. “There was this 
big truck driver who always bugged 
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me about it. So I punched him in the 
nose one day. You know, when I got 
in show business I went back to those 
docks and saw the guys. I said, ‘Hey, 
here I am, Kid Hollywood, I’m back.’ 
That wasn’t the only job I had. I 
worked at a candy company, drove 
the milk truck and was a laborer.” 
Buddy Ebsen is probably a million- 
aire now, having struck it rich on 
the long-running Beverly Hillbillies. 
Time was, though, when Ebsen would 
have taken any job offered him. Eb- 
sen vividly recalls what he describes 
as “the early struggles in 1928.” He 
says, “I got to New York with $26.65, 
which was change from $50 after I 
had bought a day-coach train ticket 
from Asheville, North Carolina. I had 
come up from Florida for the summer 
and borrowed the money from a sol- 
vent sister who worked in a bank. 
“When I got to New York, I had a 
letter of introduction to a friend of 
my  ex-college-roommate’s cousin, 
who was a chorus boy in a show that 
was closing. In the beginning I stayed 
with him and his roommate in a 
fourth-floor walk-up that cost $6 a 
week. I got a job dispensing soda at | 
the Pennsylvania station, made $25 
a week and got fallen arches.” 
Carol Burnett once worked as a 
theater usherette. “I saw ‘Strangers 
on a Train’ 57 times,” she said. “Ac- 
tually 59 times, because it’s been on 
TV twice. I got fired because of that 
picture. One night I wouldn’t let some 
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people in because it was during the 
last 10 minutes of the picture. I asked 
them to please wait and have some 
popcorn. Then the theater manager 
came by and drummed me out of the 
corps. And I’d been making 65 cents 
an hour!” 

All actors agree that the best part- 
time job is the one that allows enough 
free time for seeking roles in TV and 
movies. There are interviews with 
producers, readings for parts, meetings 
with agents, all activities for an as- 
piring actor which come in conflict 
with a 9-to-5 job. The sales field, be 
it real estate, Fuller brushes or house 
siding, is a good stopgap. An actor 
can often work out his own schedule. 

Some sales firms welcome actors 
with open arms. The employment di- 
rector of a major Southern California 
real-estate company said, “I'll take 
all the actors you can send me. They 
make good salesmen.” 


The Fuller Brush people feel the 
same way. One of that company’s 
executives said, “All salesmen have 
to do a little acting. And in this area 
we get a lot of applications from 
actors. Some of them are very good 
salesmen, know how to talk to people.” 

An executive with a major taxi- 
cab company said actors have often 
been employed as drivers. One of this 
group was Peter Graves. His was a 
frustrating experience he’d prefer to 
forget. “Did you have to remind me of 
it?” he said. “It sounds ideal for a 
guy who wants to be an actor: Pick 
up a few fares and make the rounds 
to studios in his taxi. For me it was 
terrible. The company I drove for was 


limited to picking up customers in a~ 


small, restricted area. You couldn't 
make a living on that.” 

Sometimes a star is reminded of his 
leaner days when he goes on location 
in Los Angeles to a neighborhood 
where he once rang doorbells as a 
peddler. Mike Connors had such an 
experience when he went on location 


with Mannix. It was in that neigh- 
borhood that a woman once purchased 
“enough floor wax from me to last 
her 10 years,’ Connors said. “She 
knew I was trying to be an actor so 
she wanted to help. That case of wax 
ao $120, out of which I got about 
Shi 

The success of a Jim Nabors or 
a Carol Burnett can buck up the some- 
times lagging spirits of fledglings yet 
to get “the big break.” One such ac- 
tor is Eric Leslie, who parks cars in 
Beverly Hills. His “clients” have in- 
cluded some of the town’s biggest 
names: Julie Andrews, Omar Sharif, 
Joey Bishop, Blake Edwards, Ursula 
Andress and George Hamilton, back 
in the days when Hamilton was dating 
Lynda Bird Johnson. The 24-year-old 
Leslie remembers the night Hamilton 
and Miss Johnson arrived at a restau- 
rant where he parked cars. “They 
came up in his Maserati,” Leslie said. 
“T didn’t know who it was. I went to 
the car and a lady got out. Then 
George Hamilton got out. All of a 
sudden a Secret Service agent who 
came in another car was next to me 
asking, ‘Where do you park the cars?’ 
He wanted them to face out of the 
garage.” 


There are many places actors go 
looking for jobs that will tide them 
over. Some work for Kelly Services, 
a firm which provides temporary help 
to business and industry. Ann Mar- 
shall is a “Kelly Girl” when she’s not 
acting. She has appeared in Hazel, 
My Favorite Martian and My Three 
Sons. Thirty-one-year-old Bill Bourne 
is bucking for a movie director’s job. 
Part time he’s a Kelly guy, filling a 
varied round of assignments to meet 
the monthly bills. “One time a com- 
pany wanted to know how many cars 
go through Castaic Junction, near 
Los Angeles,” he said. “So I counted 
cars. That was wild, four lanes to 
count. After three days of that, you 
get a little cross-eyed.” END]

The soggy saga of daytime TV's wildest show

It isn’t exactly your run-of-the-mill 
TV game show. In fact, it may be the 
most improbable, outlandish show yet 
devised by the masterminds of tele- 
vision’s Daytime Disneyland. It’s titled 
Treasure Isle, and it’s been on ABC 
weekdays since mid-December. Treas- 
ure Isle is TV’s first out-of-doors 
game show; its setting is a man-made, 
one-and-a-half-acre lagoon snugly 


sandwiched between Palm Beach 
Shores’ sprawling Colonnades Beach 
Hotel and the Atlantic Ocean. In the 
lagoon, mushrooming up around two 
million tons of water, are two palm- 


bedecked islands dubbed “Puzzle Isle” 
and “Treasure Isle.” 

The game itself makes those careen- 
ing cart-pushers on Supermarket 
Sweep look like church-basement 
bingo players. The way it works (we 
kid you not): Two swim-suited couples 
(the males blindfolded) set out in 
rubber rafts and paddle to pick up 
pieces of a gigantic jigsaw puzzle 
floating around just off “Puzzle Isle.” 
On “Puzzle Isle” the players piece 
together the puzzle, match wits to 
figure out its riddle and then shove 
off to search for buried treasure (cars, 


— See © 


minks, silverware, vacation trips) on 
“Treasure Isle.” If they can’t solve the 
riddle, clues are available. 

Presiding over those aquatic goings- 
on is a boy-scout-faced emcee by the 
name of John Bartholomew Tucker, 
who starts each game and ends it with 
a jarring horn blast which sounds 
unnervingly like a wounded bull 
moose. But Tucker’s entrance is a 
show-stopper in itself. All dolled up 
in a yachting outfit, he zooms across 
the water in a mini-speedboat. 

Added up, that should be enough to 
make Treasure Isle TV’s splashiest 
side show. But there’s more. The 
whole thing was financed and pack- 
aged for something like $800,000 by 
Florida multimillionaire John  D. 
MacArthur. He sold the show to ABC, 
whose West Palm Beach affiliate 


WEAT-TV he also happens to own. 
MacArthur, who made a fortune in 
mail-order insurance (he’s said to be 
worth a cool half-billion), built Trea- 


sure Isle on property he owns in front 
of the Colonnades Beach Hotel—which 

he also owns—by a construction com- 

pany which he likewise owns. To 

furnish technical facilities, MacAr- 

thur has leased the mobile TV gear 

originally built for the now defunct 

United Network. Total tab for the 

setup, housed in two 60-foot tractor- 

trailor trucks, came to $1,500,000. 

All of which prompted one press 
agent to tout: “Treasure Isle will 
either knock a lot of notions about 
daytime television into a cocked hat 
or itll be the wettest disaster since 
George Roy Hill sank the Titanic on 
Kraft Television Theatre.” 

That seemed good enough reason for 
us to fly to Florida for a look at 
multimillionaire MacArthur and his 
Treasure Isle. If Treasure Isle is a 
colorful curio, it’s nothing, we found, 
compared with MacArthur himself, 
MacArthur, brother of the late play- 
wright Charles MacArthur, is a —> 
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straggly looking, 70-ish man noted for 
a vocabulary as salty as the Atlantic 
and a notorious dislike for personal 
publicity. “It brings nothing but 
trouble,” MacArthur snaps, “and you 
can’t make $10 on it.” Why then did 
he plant a TV show in his front yard? 

“It’s good publicity for the hotel,” 
he says, further admitting to being “a 
sucker” when it comes to show busi- 
ness. “I used to put money into Char- 
lie’s plays,’ MacArthur continues, “but 
I’ve never really gotten my snoot in 
the business—except in a dollars way.” 

Which was a good enough way for 
the men who thought up Treasure 
Isle. They’re Sherman Adler, head of 
MacArthur Productions; Paul Alter, 


Isle’s producer-director and an ex- 


director of I’ve Got a Secret and To 
Tell the Truth; and Bill Templeton, 
the show’s production exec, onetime 
director of the original Milton Berle 
show. Collectively they had enough 
quiz-show experience to whip up a 
table-and-chairs-type game show with 
no sweat at all. But nothing had pre- 
pared them for the problems they’d 
have getting Treasure Isle launched. 

Problem No. 1, of course, was build- 
ing the lagoon, even though it didn’t 


.start out to be the Brobdingnagian 


bathtub it is now. “They told me they 
wanted to put a little lagoon up on 
the roof or somewhere,” MacArthur 
remembers. “Then they wanted 50 
more feet here and 150 more feet 
there. So I figured what the hell. I 
went the whole way.” He went all 
the way, all right. The lagoon takes 
up a city block, packs enough con- 
crete to build a bush-league sta- 
dium and daily takes in tens of tons 
of Atlantic via a massive system of 
pumps and filters. But back in ‘its 
construction days, the Treasure Isle- 
ers worried about whether their gi- 
gantic water hole would actually hold 
water. “It trickled in for four days 
and nights,” Bill Templeton remem- 
bers. “We’d get up at night just to 
check the water level, like a bunch 
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of anxious mothers.” 

The lagoon turned out to be a 
mighty tight ship, so that was the end of 
that headache. But some of Treasure 
Isle’s most vexing—and kookiest— 
problems turned out to be unsolvable. 
The result is a somewhat less splashy 
show than Treasure Isle originally had 
in mind, 

For instance, the lagoon is lined 
with an incredibly complex, conduit- 
encased system of electrical gadgets 
designed to produce whirlpools, tidal 
waves and spouting fountains. Jordan 
Kline, who did the gadgetry for the 
James Bond movie “Thunderball,” de- 
signed the whirlpools, tidal waves, et 
al. as obstacles for players ‘en route to 
the loot. “But we had to cut most of 
the stuff out,” says Alter. “Some of 
those things were just too dangerous. 
People could get hurt.” Still, Sherman 
Adler, probably remembering that 
MacArthur sank $180,000 in Kline’s 
doodads, isn’t calling the underwater 
navigational nightmare a total loss. 
Says he: “We might still use some of 
the gadgets. We have to learn to crawl 
before we can walk.” 

Another part of the game that’s out 
for keeps, though, is the mine-detector 
bit. Originally the contestants were 
to use them to search for the buried 
treasure. Fortunately for soldiers, but 
unfortunately for game-show pro- 
ducers, mine detectors have a nasty 
habit of picking up anything that’s 
metal. Says emcee Tucker: “The 
damn things were peep-peep-peeping 
us all out of our heads.” Not being 
quitters, the Treasure Isle-ers tried 
Geiger counters for a spell. They got 
the heave-ho too. “They interfered 
with our head sets,” reports Bill Tem- 
pleton. “So when one fell into the 
lagoon, we decided to leave it there.” 

The “studio” audience was next in 
line for a change of plans. In what was 
to be Treasure Isle’s sunniest move, 
the spectators were to sit on an ambu- 
latory grandstand (on pneumatic tires) 
so that they could spectate —>

and sun-bathe at the same time. 
Trouble was, the huge hunk of hard- 
ware was too troublesome to handle 
and the audience was subsequently 
herded off to beach chairs on the Col- 
onnades balcony. “We might have a 
grandstand yet,” says an optimistic 
Paul Alter, “with tractors to transport 
the audience from place to place.” 

Finally, there was a tricky casting 
problem to be ironed out. Not a human 
casting problem. The trouble had to 
do with a monkey. Explains director 
Alter: “At the end of each show we 
call a ‘lucky viewer’ at home. We 
thought it would be a nice tropical 
touch to have a monkey dial the num- 
ber.” Nice tropical touch or not, the 
chimp got the gate. Says Alter: “He 
couldn’t master the direct-dial sys- 
tem.” 

Production problems notwithstand- 
ing, Treasure Isle hit the air on Dec. 
18. The Treasure Isle-ers, to be sure, 
think they’ve got a lot going for them. 
Says director Alter: “TV should be 
an escape valve, and Treasure Isle 
is pure escape. Viewers don’t want 
messages.” If that’s true, Treasure Isle 
should enjoy smooth sailing because 
no one would accuse the show of 
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dishing out messages. Still, as Adler 
says, “If it bombs, at least we can say 
we dared to do it.” 

Like all new shows, Treasure Isle’s 
future rests squarely with Mr. Niel- 
sen’s meters. Preproduction cares out 
of the way, the Treasure Isle-ers can 
now concentrate on worrying out the 
ratings race. 

There’s something else they’ll be 
grappling with too. He’s a saboteur-in- 
residence named William Zeckendorf. 
No, not the well-known real-estate 
man. Treasure Isle’s William Zecken- 
dorf is MacArthur’s dog, a Weimar- 
aner. The trouble with Zeckendorf 
is that he’s an incorrigible digger. 
When he’s not dog-pawing it out to 
Treasure Isle to unearth the buried 
goodies, he’s apt, as he did during the 
show’s premiere taping, to ferret out 
a buried audio cable, chew on it, and 
stop the show cold. And Zeckendorf 
is one Treasure Isle trauma who’s 
home to stay. Says Paul Alter: “We 
can’t chase him home. He’s the boss’s 
dog. He is home.” Shrugs proud owner 
MacArthur: “Zeckendorf thinks I 
built the lagoon just for him anyway. 
If this show flops, he’ll have himself 
a hell of a swimming pool.”
